On the 26th June, 1986 an information was received that 
some dreaded terrorists were hiding in a ‘Dera’ in village 
Kali Brahmanl P..Si Shdar Batala. A joint raid of Police and 
BSF was planned on the hide-out of the extremists, Shri 
Indertit Singh Sandhu, Dy, Commandant of 52 Battalion. 
BSF led the BSF party comprised of 16 personnel. The BSF 
party closed-in from the Western side of the hide-out while 
the other groups of the raiding party came from other 
directions. The move of the troops and Police party was 
planned and conducted in such a meticulous way that the 
criminals could not notice it before they were encircled. 
yVfter placing the meii in position, Shri Sandhu challenged' 


the criminals to surrender. At this the desperadoes started 
firing indiscriminately on the raiding party from all sides. 
The troops returned the fire. The firing continued for about 
one hour, but the extremists refused to surrender. Shri 
Sandhu realised that it was getting dark and the criminals, 
being higfily trained commands, might escape under the 
cover of darkness. He, .alongwith Constable Wnzid Ali 
immediately advanced towards the extremists’ hide-oui. 
After advancing a few yards, Shri Siandhu instructed Cons¬ 
table Wazid Ali to take position and provide cover fire. 
Shri Sandhu at grave personal risk crawled under the spray 
of bullets. His move was noticed by one of the extremists 
who fired btirsts from his sten-gun on Shri Sandhu. Despite 
this, Shri Sandhu continued to advance further and occupied 
an advantageous position. Constable Wazid Ali was also 
SMtted by the extremists and he came under heavy fire. 
Unmindful of personal safety, he too crawled further under 
the spray of bullets to an advantageous position and 
continued providing cover fire to Shri Sandhu. At the same 
time, Shri Sandhu, from his new position was able to shoot 
down the extremist. Thereafter, the firing from the 
extremists' side stopped. The raiding party moved forward 
and found three dead bodies. The dead terrorists were later 
identified as Ranjit Singh alias Baba, Makhan Singh and 
Gurmej Singh. Large quantity of arms and ammunitions 
were also recovered.

Head Constable Mewa T.al Dubey was able 
to anprOacb him from behind and tried to over-uower him, 
hut he slipped nw.ay.
